ina crash at Orchard Farm, nine 
miles north of St. Charles, in an un- 
licensed airplane which Manager 
Girton of the municipal airport 
had ordered grounded yesterday as 
dangerous to fly. 

The victims oi the crash: 

James W. Melton, 21 years old, 
236 South Central avenue, Clay- 
ton, pilot of the plane. 

Irving J. Koenig, 21, 4220 John 
avenue, a machinist employed at 
the Curtiss airplane factory. 

The crash occurred as the plane 
epproached a smooth stubble field 
for a landing not far from the Bur- 
lington station where Jack Allen, 
the agent, 4916 Emily avenue, was 
watching the craft, thinking his 
friend, Koenig, was dropping in at 
Orchard Farm to visit him, as he 
often had promised to do. 

‘I was watching them as they 
came down toward the field,” Allen 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“When they were about 100 feet 
from the ground the plane seemed 
to slow up and then fall offin a 
kind of a spin. I did not see it 
crash because a field of tall corn 
was in the way.” 

Koenig was dead when taken 
from the wreckage of the front 
seat. Melton, in the rear seat, was 
nconscious and died on the way 

St. Joseph’s Hospital at St. 
Charles. Both victims of the crash 
were licensed private pilots. The 
plane was owned by Koenig and 
Ernest Muse, employe of a grocery 
at 1604 Cass avenue. 

Lambert Field pilots who visited 
the scene of the crash expressed the 
opinion that the plane fell off into 
& spin after the pilot allowed it to 
lose flying speed while approach- 
ing the field for a landing. In the 
crash the plane was demolished. 

Field Manager Girton said he 


9 ordered Koenig and Melton

to fly the plane from 
Lambert-St. Louis Field because 
it was regarded by pilots gen- 
erally as not airworthy and dan- 
serous to handle because of its ten- 
dency to flat-spinning. Because of 
its characteristics the plane had 
been refused a Department of Com- 
merce license and simply bore an 
identification number. 

Melton had been flying about 
three years, but still lacked the 200 
hours’ flying time necessary for a 
transport license. He was gradu- 
ated from Clayton High Sheool in 
1929, and resided with his brother,

WEATHER FORCES 
POST DOWN IN 
FASTERN SIBERI 


Flyer Near Exhaustion and 
Plane Is Slightly Damaged 
as He Stops Short of Goal 
Set.

MOSCOW, July 19.—Wiley Post 
landed . at Rukhlovo, Siberia, at 
2:32 p. m. today (5:32 a. m., St. 
Louis time), bad weather prevent- 
ing him from continuing to Blago- 
veschensk on his round-the-world 
flight. | 

Shortly before reaching Rukhlovo, 
the American airman was forced 
to fly so low, because of weather 
conditions, that his monoplane, 
Winnie Mae, brushed the treetops 
and was slightly damaged. 

Despite the damage to his plane, 
Post made a perfect landing at 
Rukhliovo. The flyer, however, was 
very near exhaustion. Rukhlovo is 
between Chita and Blagovaschensk, 
800 miles east of Irkutsk.

IRKUTSK, Siberia, July 19.—His 
16-hour lead over his 1931 record 
having been cut to three hours, 24 
minutes while he rested here, Wi- 
ley Post, American round-the-world 
flyer, left Irkutsk today for Bla- 
goveschensk, nearly 1000 miles to 
the east on the sixth leg of his 
flight. 

The American airman hopped off 
at 7 a. m. Moscow time (10 p. m. 
yesterday, St.. Louis .time), after 
remaining here since 3:35 p. m. 

Bad weather, which delayed him 
all the way fror: Moscow, again 
dogged him and forced him to stay 
here longer than he wanted to. He 
still had unfavorable conditions 
ahead of him, but he said he would 
land at Blagoveschensk—where he 
and Harold Gatty suffered a mis- 
hap-on their 1931 flight—which lies 
between the Vablonovoi and Six- 
hota mountain ranges. He might 
push on to Khabarovsk, his sched- 
uled stop, about 400 miles farther 
on, he said, unless bad weather 
retarded him too much.

“We Were Nearly Starved All the 
Time,” Woman Tells

FENNVILLE, Mich., July 19.— 
Edward Austin, @ 45-year-old farm- 
er, and his wife were in jail today 
after wounding three men in a hold- 
up of the Old State Bank here. The 
$2000 cash they obtained was re- 
covered. 

Deputies said Austin entered the 
bank before it opened, tying up the 
janitor. When Marvin Hutchinson, 
cashier, arrived, he was knocked un- 
conscious as he opened the bank 
vault. Austin fled with $2000, his 
wife driving the car. 

Pursued by vigilantes, they were 
cornered three miles west of here, 
when a tire was punctured by a 
shotgun charge. In a fight that 
followed, Russell McKellups, 21, was 
wounded’ seriously, and Kenith 
Jackson, 32, was shot through the 
ear. Austin, who had used @ deer 
rifle, fell with a shotgun charge in 
his legs. 

The pair, who for 13 months have 
lived on a small farm near here, told 
deputies. they planned the robbery 
because they could not make a liv- 
ing on the farm. “We were nearly 
warned all the time,” said Mrs. Aus- 
tin.

ITALY’S AIR FLEET 


NV NEW YORK ON 
TS JOURNEY HOME 


24 Planes, Led by Gen. 
Balbo, Land in Jamaica 
Bay After Flight From 
Chicago. 


ROOFTOPS CROWDED 
_TO SEE THEM PASS 
Party to Remain in East 
Four Days — Will Pay 
Visit to Roosevelt at 
Washington. |

NEW YORK, July 19.—The Ital- 
ian air fleet, homeward bound, 
completed the first lap of the re- 
turn journey to Italy this afternoon 
at 2:50 o’clock.. Flying in close for- 
mation the 24 Italian planes led by 
Gen. Italo Balbo, swung in a wide 
circle over Floyd Bennett Field in 
Brooklyn and dropped downward 
to alight on the waters of Jamaica 
Bay, cleared by the Coast Guard to 
guard against collision with water 


craft. 

Thousands were waiting at the 
field to greet the flyers, who- be- 
gan their homeward flight from 
Chicago this morning at 6:40 
o'clock. 

The planes flew over New York 
after a flight down the Hudson and: 
topsof buildings were crowded with 
thousands of persons who watched 
the flyers. 

As the seaplanes were moored 

fast. to buoys, the dirigible Macon 
floated over the airport. A scout- 
ing plane was unhooked from the 
ship’s undercarrier and made a 
power dive as a salute to Balbo 
and his men. The General and 15 
officers were brought ashore in a 
launch and left under police escort 
for a New York hotel, after a 19- 
gun salute had been fired. 
- Gen. Balbo alighted on the bay 
first, at 2:56 p. m., and the last of 
his followers was safely at anchor 
23 minutes later, at 3:19. 

The 24 seaplanes traveled south- 
east frozn Lake Oneida, in Cen- 
tral New York, to Poughkeepsie, 
missing Utica, Amsterdam, Sche- 
nectady, Troy and Albany, where 
thousands had crowded to rooftops 
to see them pass. Gov. Lehman was 
one of the disappointed watchers 
at Albany.

CHICAGO, July 19.—Italy’s fleet 
of 24 seaplanes took the air begin- 
ning at 6:42 a. m. today on the way 
to New York, on the first leg of 
their journey home. 

The weather was clear as the first 
of the twin-motored flying boats, 
piloted by Gen. Italo Balbo, rose 
from the waters of Lake Michigan 
and headed south and then east. 

Before leaving Chicago, Gen. Bal- 
bo announced that if weather con- 
ditions were favorable heewould un- 
dertake a trans-Atlantic journey 
more. ambitious than the east-to- 
west crossing. The proposed route 
would be by way of Newfoundland 
to Ireland, and would keep the fly- 
ers over water a little less than 
2000 miles. 

Crowd Sees Fiyers Off. 

Within seven hours after leaving 
Chicago the flyers expected to be in 
New York, where they plan to re- 
main for three or four days. Mean- 
while, Gen. Balbo and his 2 offi- 
cers will fly by American planes to 
Washington, where they will be 
greeted by President Roosevelt. 

Their take-off from Chicago 
marked the close of a visit lasting 
three and a half days. 

The young Air Minister of Italy, 
resplendent in his white uniform, 
was cheered as he left the Drake 
Hotel to enter an automobile. He 
saluted the crowd. He had spent 
an hour before breakfast scanning 
maps of the route. At the pier 
Gen. Balbo entered a rowboat ‘and 
himself plied the oars to his flag- 
ship. 

Thousands had moved down on 
the lake front during the early 
morning hours and cheers broke 
out as each successive ship rose 
from the lake. 

Salute Fired by Coast Guard. 

The coast guard fired a salute as 
the flyers got underway, then was 
escorted out over the lake by a 
squad of about 50 army planes. . 

Gen. Balbo had to slow up his 
ship as he taxied across the water, 
because a yacht appeared to be get- 
ting in his way, but he got off in 
good style.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—The 
special Industrial Advisory Board 
composed of Cabinet members today 
formally indorsed the plans of Hugh 
S. Johnson, Recovery Administra- 
tor, for a campaign to bring all in- 
dustry and business quickly into 
wage-increasing and hour-limiting 
voluntary agreements. 

Changes in procedure from the 
plans originally drawn were sug- 
gested by Attorney-General Cum- 
mings and Secretary Wallace. The 
board decided these should be made 
and Gen. Johnson immediately set 
about revising the forms by which 
subscribing firms will come under 
the general limit. 

After this he will take them direct 
to President Roosevelt for his final 
approval. The Chiet Executive al- 
ready had indicated that he would 
rely chiefly on Johnson’s judgment 
as to what is needed to make the 
recovery campaign successful. John- 
son said he expected to have the 
new general code ready for the 
President within 24 hours. 

The approval of the board was 
nade known in a short statement by 
Secretary Roper, its chairman. 

“Certain procedure and forms for 
carrying out that procedure,” said 
thre statement, “were given careful 
consideration and were approved 
subject to some minor changes sug- 
gested by the Department of Jus- 
tice’ and the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. 

“The forms with the suggested 
changes are in. the possession of 
Gen. Johnson and will be given out 
by him.” 

Johnson confirmed that this re- 
ferred to the blanket code pro- 
gram, but said that it had to have 
formal presidential sanction before 
the program could proceed. 

He has indicated that separate 
types of agreement have been 
drawn up for manufacturing indus- 
tries, business and trade organiza- 
tions. 

These agreements are to be in 
effect temporarily until the more 
deliberate process of passing on and 
promulgating individual codes for 
each line of business can be car- 
ried out. : 

Johnson’s hope is that the blan- 
ket plan will give an immediate 
huge lift to the purchasing power 
of the country’s working masses so 
as to absorb a sustained large in- 
dustrial production and keep up 
with the advance in price levels.

Banks Reported Jacking Up Requirements on 
Speculative Credit, Especially “Repeal” 
Shares—Latter Off $7 to $25.

NEW ‘YORK, Julya9.— The na- 
tion’s leading speculative markets 
went down with a bang today. 
Heavy selling that started in the 
alcohol shares on the New York 
Stock Exchange, sending them 
about $7 to $25 lower, spread over 
the entire list and brought extreme 
general losses of $1 to around $7. 
Sales were 7,463,480 shares, the 
largest volume since May 5, 1930. 
Wheat at Chicago cracked wide 
open, and cotton slumped at New 
York. 
Big New York City banks were 
reported to be jacking up their re- 
quirements on speculative credit as 
a result of the stock market’s boom 
over the last three months. Many 
brokerage houses increased margin 
demands on customers, especially 
for the “repeal” shares, which have 
led the wild upsurge of prices, and 
a large number of accounts felt the 
pinch of forced liquidation. 
Closing quotations of representa- 
tive issues included: United States 
Industrial Alcohol $70.25, off $17; 
American Commercial Alcohol $60, 
off $21.75 (its extreme loss was 
$25.50); Case’ $89, off $7.75; United 
States Steel Common $63.50, off 
$3.25; Commercial Solvents $37, off 
$13.12; American Can $91, off $4; 
National Distillers $101.50, off 
$25.50; Standard Brands $29, off $6; 
American Telephone $128, off $4; 
Allied Chemical $126.50, off $4.50; 
Union Pacific $125.50, off $1.50. 


Wheat Breaks Badly in Heavy 
Rush of Selling Near Close.

CHICAGO, July 19.—Wheat broke 
as much as 13 cents a bushel today 
after a prolonged rise from 43 cents 
to a top f $1.28. Corn and other 
grains also dropped sharply. 

The break came near the close of 
the session. Observers said that 
the little yellow trading sheets 
which indicate speculators’ desires 
to the traders in the pits were going 
to the pits like a snowstorm, all 
marked on the selling side. 

Final quotations found wheat as 
much as 12% cents below yester- 
day’s finish, with the September at 
$1.07 and the May at $1.14. Corn 
was 4% cents down, with the July 
dropping below 60 cents to close at 
59 and the May at 76%. 

Rye suffered a maximum break 
on a par with wheat and closed 12% 
cents down with the May at $1.03. 
Barley was limited to a 5-cent break 
by an exchange ruling made yester- 
day and closed at the extreme limit 
with December at 85% cents.

PLAN FOR ALLOTMENT 
UF SUGAR SUBMITTED 


Proposal Designed to Put In-! 


dustry on Profitable Basis 
Goes to Government. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 19. — An 
arrangement designed to put the 
half-billion dollar American sugar 
industry on a profitable basis was 
handed the Agricultural Adjustment 
Adininistration today to await pub- 


lic hearings. 

The plan was completed by a 
committee named at a conference 
of the sugar industry headed by J. 
L. Coulter of the Tariff Commis 
sion, 

Labeled “tentative,” the arrange- 
ment faces miriority opposition at 
many points and sugar men and 
agricultural administration  offi- 
cials say final adoption dépends on 
President Roosevelt. 

Dr. Eugenic Molinet, head of the 
Cuban delegation, said Cuba would 
demand 2,250,000 tons instead of 
1,700,000 as her allotment. Other 
aréas allotted shares of the United 
States market are expected to ask 
larger figures, but an eventful ma- 
jority agreement of éach quota is 
predicted. 

The draft agreement would dis- 
tribute 6,350,000 short tons, the esti- 
mate of American consumption, for 
the year beginning July 1, 1933, 
among producers from the United 
States, Hawali, the Philippins, 
Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands and 
Cuba. It would be enforced by 
means of the licensing provisions 
of the agricultural emergency act 
binding upon processors, importers 
and refiners. 

The quotas assigned would give 
domestic beet producers 1,525,000 
short (2000 pound) tons; Cuba, 1,- 
700,000; the Philippines, 955,020; Ha- 
wali, 975,000; Puerto Rico, 875,000; 
Louisiana cane growers, 250,000; 
Florida cane growers, 60,000, and 
the Virgin Islands 9080.

“Dead and 
buried.” 


“Well, I’m not dead and buried!” 
Herr answered. 

“You'd better get in touch with 
your wife, then,” Smith suggested, 
explaining that Herr’s wife, Mrs. 
Marie Herr, 823A De Soto avenue, 
had identified a body at the 
Morgue last week as that of her 
husband, who she had not seen in 
three years and from whom she 
had been separated nine years. The 
body, which had been taken from 
the Mississippi River at the foot of 
President street July 11, was duly 
buried in a plot in St. Matthew's 
Cemetery, 4360 Bates street. 

Herr’s answer, according to 
Smith,. was that he wouldn’t get 
in touch with anyone. Smith ques- 
tioned him and learned hé had been 
doing odd jobs and sleeping ir. 
parks. Herr walked away and 
Smith later told police he had seen 
the man supposed to be dead. 

Herr’s brother, William, also of 
419 Wash street, also told police he 
had seen Herr, in fact had given 
him a dime to get a cup of coffee 
William said that he and a group 
of men later were loafing near the 
Carr Street Police Station when 
Joseph came by and the crowd 
taunted him with, “Here comes the 
man from the morgue! How does 
it feel to be dead, Joe?” 

Both Smith-and William Herr had 
seen the body at the morgue. The 
brother had said that he couldn’t 
be positive, although the dead man 
“looked like Joe.” Smith, who had 
heard about the body while waiting 
for a cup of coffee at Father 
Dempsey’s kitchen, said he was 
certain the body was not that of 
Joseph Herr, whom he hdd known 
for 25 years. For one thing, he 
pointed out, Herr, who had been 
an amateur baseball player, had 
big hands and feet. The body had 
small hands and feet. 

Wife Arranged Burial. 

Mrs. Herr, who went to _ the 
morgue after a friend had read of 
the finding of the body and iden- 
tified it as Herr, was so certain 
that she arranged with an -under- 
taking company for burial. 

With Smith and William Herr in- 
sisting Joseph was not dead, police 
set out Monday to find him. Wil- 
liam said Joseph sometimes siept 
in Fairground Park. Police found 
him there Monday evening. 

Mrs. Herr was called to the Wy- 
oming District Police Station. On 
seeing the man from the park, she 

that he was her husband. 
A daughter and son-in-law with her 
also said the man was Joseph Herr. 

Herr, who is 66 years old, was not 
feeling well enough to make any 
statemer:t, having contracted a case 
of athlete’s foot and various aches 
and pains during his period of out- 
door residence.

CITY COMPTROLLER 


Twenty-five Years in Of- 
fice, He Succumbs to 
Heart Disease at 74—Ill 
About Four Weeks. 


Felix E. Gunn, Deputy City Comp- 
troller for about 25 years, died of 
heart disease at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing at his home, 5095 Kensingtcn 
avenue. He was 74 years old. 


He had been ill for about four 
weeks, having suffered a gall blad- 
der attack upon his return from 
a convention of municipal fiscal of- 
ficers at Cincinnati. This led to 
the heart ailment. It had been 
thought he was getting better, as 
last night he was sitting up. 

Mr. Gunn was one of the oldest 
city employes in point of service. 
He was generally regarded as one 
of the best informed officials on 
questions of city finances. He was 
a Democrat in national politics, 
but voted for some Republicans lo- 
cally, including his friends, Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte and Collector 
Edmond Koeln. Most Republican 
politicians long ago gave up com- 
plaining about his retention, as he 
was regarded as a fixture: at City 
Hall. 

Entered Office in 1901. 

In 1901, when James Y. Player, 

Democrat, becamie Comptroller, Mr. 
Gunn entered the office as _ chief 
bookkeeper. Within the next few 
years he became chief statistician 
and then Deputy, the right-hand 
man of the Comptroller. He held 
that position continuously thereaft- 
er, under Player, who was in office 
until 1909 and in 1913-17; under Ben 
G. Taussig, Republican (1909-13), 
—* under Nolte, who took office in 
1917. 
Until the separate office of 
Budget Director was created a few 
months ago, Mr. Gunn regularly 
carried out the work of preparing 
the annual city budget. His was 
the task of paring down appropria- 
tions to fit income and of refusing, 
politely but firmly, the urgent re- 
quests of department heads for 
more money to spend. In recent 
years, when the city has been car- 
rying a deficit, friends facetiously 
dubbed him “Keeper of the Def- 
icit.” He didn’t object. 

When the Board of Aldermen 
discussed the budget or other fiscal 
matters, or when the Legislature 
or State officials took up ques- 
tions affecting the city treasury, 
Mr. Gunn usually represented the 
He had the import- 


ments of the bond interest and 
sinking fund. His position enabled 
him to supervise financial activ- 
ities of city departments. 
Important Service to City. 
Persons familiar with city fi- 
nances have said Mr. Gunn probably 
played a larger part than any oth- 
er person in maintaining the credit 
and high standing of St. Louis. Ue 
dealt with bond houses buying city 
bonds and with bankers handling 
city deposits. He answered requests 
of financial publications for infor- 
mation and was a chief source of 
assistance to the press in the Comp- 
troller’s office. 
Mr. Gunn’s salary was $6000 a 
year. His length of service for the 
city was a standing joke between 
him and Collector Koeln. Koeln 
would ask, “Felix, how many years 
have you been at City Hall now?” 
Mr. Gunn would reply, and Koeln 
would say, “Well, you knew it 
wasn’t permanent when you came.” 
‘Born at Fishkill on the Hudson, 
N. Y., Mr. Gunn went to Joliet, I, 
as a boy. He attended high school 
there and for some time § studied 
mathematics undér a private tutor, 
showing an aptitude with figures 
that remained through life.

Fitzgerald Is Identified. 

Douglass will be viewed today or 
tomorrow by Mrs. Luer, who was 
knocked down by one of her hus- 
band’s kidnapers, two men and a 
woman, as Luer was hustled from 
his home on July 10 to be held by 
his kidnapers 123 hours before his 
release early Sunday morning. 

Douglass’ arrest followed a visit 
by Mrs. Luer to St. Louis Police 
Headquarters in which she was 
said “completely and thoroughly” to 
have identified Fitzgerald as the 
kidnaper who knocked her down. 
At that time police already were 
seeking Douglass who with Fitz- 
gerald is under a charge of bur- 
glary in Edwardsville.

York to Paris, died of a heart at- 
tack in a hotel here last night. 
Mr. Knight, who was 69 years 
old, was brought to the hotel a 
short time before, from his ranch 
at Granby, Colo., where he had 
become ill He had been at the 


ranch for some time, resting, with 
a nurse in attendance. 

When he arrived at:the hotel, the 
manager was notified and attempt- 
ed to telephone Dr. Paul J. Con- 
nor, who had attended the St. 


| Louisan before.’ Dr. Connor walked 


into the hotel as the manager was 
calling and hurried to Mr. Knight’s 
room to find the broker uficon- 
scious. He died a few minutes 
later. 


Funeral Services Friday From 
Home of Daughter. 
Funeral services will be held at 
10 a .m. Friday from the home of 
Mr. Knight's son-in-law and daugh- 
ter, Mr. and Mrs. Clarence Gamble, 

5327 Waterman avenue. 
Also surviving are three sons, 
Harry Hall Knight, 320 Union 
boulevard, also a Lindbergh back- 
er; James Brooks Knight of New 
Haven, Conn., and Oliver Dudley 
Knight of Pasadena, Cal. 
After the trans-Atlantic flight in 
May, 1927, Mr. Knight entertained 
Col. Lindbergh at his home on the 
Warson road, one of the show 
places of St. Louis County. 

Built $750,000 Home. 
The Warson road house, with 
more than 30 rooms, was construct- 
ed in 1924, two years after Mr. 
Knight married Mrs. Lora J. Moore, 
widow of James Hobart Moore, Chi- 
cago multimillionaire. It cost be- 
tween $750,000 and $1,000,000 and 
was built of imported brick and 
stone, in a landscaped area of 19 
acres, two miles south of Clayton 
road, 

It was sold in May, 1928, to Mark 
C. Steinberg; whose brokerage 
house now is in bankruptcy, for 
less than $500,000... The sale took 
place less than a year after Mrs. 
Knight obtained a divorce in Reno, 
Nev., charging extreme cruelty. 
Mr. Knight's first Wife died a 
number of years ago and for some 
time prior to his second marriage, 
he lived at the St.Louis Club. After 
selling the Warson road home, Mr, 
Knight built’ another place in St. 
Louis Country Club grounds at a 
reported cost of $125,000. This has 
since been sold. 

Retired Last Year. 

The brokerage firm of Knight, 
Dysart & Gamble was formed in 
1925. Mr. Knight sold his seat on 
the New York Stock Exchange for 
$415,000 in 1930. He did not retire 
from business, however, until last

ON COAL RATE FOR CITY 


So 2500 Tons For Water Plant 
Will Come by 
Trucks. 


Railroads which haul coal to St. 


Louis have refused to grant the |, 


city a reduction of freight rates on 
coal, although they reduced the 
rate for the Board of Education by 
one-third. Federal law permits spe- 
cial rates for public bodiés. The 
standard rate to St. Louls from 
nearby Illinois mines is $1.11 a ton, 
but the Board of Education recent- 
ly Was given a rate of 75 cents. The 
standard rate will bé lowered in 


about two months to $1.05. — 

When bids were taken by thé city 
recently for 2600 tons of lump coal 
for the Water Division, a low offer 
of coal, at the mine, of $1 a ton 
was received, with rail delivery, 
making the cost §2.11 a ton. How- 
ever, the S. Seidel Coal & Coke Co. 
Offered coal at $1.40 at the mine, 
in St. Clair County, plus 65 cents 
a ton for delivery by motor truck, 
a total of $2.05. Following refusal 
of the railroads to cut their rate, 
the Supply Commissioner awarded 
the contract to the Seidel company. 
Virtually all of the city’s coal sup- 
ply has come by rail heretofore but 
there is keen competition by deal- 
ers using truck delivery. 

The city was informed of the 
railroads’ refusal by L. A. Sack- 
bauer, coal agent of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad, representing the 
various lines. He wrote: “This con- 
clusion was reached as a result 
of the new deal, which will no 
doubt bring about increases in

North China continues to suffer 
in a heat wave, many deaths result- 
ing from temperatures well above 
100 degrees. 

The’ Yellow’ River and “ Jesser 
streams in North China are at flood 
stage, rendering thousands home- 
less and destroying crops,

locusts and cholera are proving a 
menace to the provinces of Kiangsu, 
Anhwei, Honan and Shensi, with 
many fatalities reported. 

In the northern parts of Kiangsu 
and Anhwei provinces there is suf- 
fering from drouth and locusts are 
devouring parched crops. Southern

Province temperatures around 115 
degrees are reported, with cholera

LONDON, July 19. — With 119 
boards played and 18 remaining, 
Ely Culbertson’s American contract 
bridge team of four was 2180 points 
behind the English today.

Philippine Airmail. 

The first regular issue of air 
mail stamps has been- made by the 
Philippine Islands. All issues 
previous to this have been more or 
less. intended as commemorative 
stamps being issued for special 
flights. While the new series is 
not of a new design—the regular 
current stamps being used with an 
overprint — it is nevertheless the 
first regular air mail set. The 
stamps of the turrent series which 
were overprinted are the 4c, 12c, 
20c, 24c and 32c of the pictorial set 
while, another value 2c is of the 
older issue.
